Examiner thanks the applicant note the typo on final rejection. As for applicant arguments that claim 7 is not product by process claim. 
Examiner agrees with the applicant. However, applicant argues that the instant application composition is made from a different process 
as prior art teaches. The Examiner respectfully submits that the patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. 
Furthermore, Takahashi et al. disclose conventional process of making solid pigment as applicant set forth in the instant application. 
Applicant argues that the polymer made form ethylenically unsaturated compound is not water soluble as applicant set forth in the instant 
application. However, applicant does not provide evidence for this allegation. 

As for applicant allegation that the prior art provides a pigment with a coating, which is not claimed in claim 7. The Examiner respectfully 
submits that pigment with a coating is a composition. 

Applicant argues that the ratio of the polymer to pigment in the examples is not in the range of instant applicatioOn, the Examiner 
respectfully submit that "A reference can be used for all it realistically teaches and is not limited to the disclosure in its preferred 
embodiments" See In re Van Marter, 144 USPQ 421.
